Shippey Book Tells of Author’s Friends 


About four years ago—only 
a few hours, it seemed, after 
I had arrived in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre as the new editor and 
publisher of the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre News—I met Lee Shlp- 
pey. 

Even in that first brief 
encounter, I sensed the man’s 
almost tangible warmth. He 
greeted itm;, chatted for a 
few moments and turned in 
his column, “What Do You 
Think.’’ 

At that time Lee was semi- 
retired, although he still 
wrote a column for the Los 
Angeles ’Times, was active in 
Sierra Madre civic affairs 
and spoke frequently before 
many organizations. He was 
an author of note with 10' 
books to his credit and in¬ 
numerable magazine articles 
and short stories. Yet he con- 
dnued to submit his columns 
to me each week, and I have 
been pleased to run them 
every seven days and hope 
to do so for many years to 
come. 

He never charged me for 
his column nor has he ever 
men^ned such a crass sub- 
• Ject as money, although his 
weekly stint for me is worth 
far more than I, the editor 
of an insignificant weekly, 
could afford to pay. 

THIS. THEN, is Lee Ship¬ 
pey, a Sierra Madrean for 
many years whose new book, 
“Luckiest Man Alive," will 
be released Oct. 24 at, among 
other places, Perrys’ Station¬ 
ery and Gift Shop. 

The hook is autobiograph¬ 


ical and is among the most 
genuinely Inspirational works 
I have ever read. In addi¬ 
tion, it’s vastly Interesting. I 
received a copy in the mail 
last Friday, read it most of 
that afternoon and finished 
it the same evening. 

Lee believes sincerely that 
humanity, in general, is 
good, and this message is 
evident in nearly every page 
of "Luckiest Man Alive.” He 


tells in his book of those 
who encouraged him in his 
struggle to become a suc¬ 
cessful writer, from the New 
York editor Who rejected an 
adolescent verse on the won¬ 
ders of love with the single 
word, "Wow!” to Harry 
Chandler of the Los Angeles 
Times, James Hilton, Lloyd 
C. Douglas and many others. 

AND, IT IS evident, there 








were times when he needed 
all the encouragement he 
could get. 

When Lee was 14, his fa¬ 
ther died and he was forced 
to quit high school and go 
to work in a Kansas City 
packing house. He was al¬ 
most totally blinded by a 
freak accident in his early 
20’s, attempted for several 
years to make money from 
a debt-ridden weekly news¬ 
paper in Missouri, held down 
three Jobs at one time dur¬ 
ing the oil boom in Tampico, 
Mexico, narrowly escaped 
jail because of the peccadil¬ 
los of Senor Encino, pub¬ 
lisher of the Tampico ’Trib¬ 
une, and frequently won¬ 
dered where his next meal 
was coming from when he 
Was free-lancing in his sea¬ 
side cottage (the roof leaked) 
at Del Mar. 

“I wanted badly to write a 
novel,” Lee recalls. “But my 
latest child had arrived (his 
fifth and last), and I had to 
go to work.” 

He landed a job on the 
Los Angeles ’Times, moved 
to Sierra Madre, and spent 
the next 31 years, until 1958, 
writing a ’Times column.

“Dear Delinquent,” at the 
Town Hall Theater, Pasade¬ 
na, is a witty and high- 
spirited farce-comedy, with 
keen analysis and Shavian 
satire on some ideas of re- 
respectability. 

The action centers around 
David Warren, a poor and 
non producing young Eng¬ 
lishman in the "advertising- 
real estate” business. He is 
engaged to the rich Helen 
Chandler, and he is the heir 
of his elderly but vigorous 
uncle. Sir George Martin. 

However, this rather com¬ 
monplace situation is star- 
crossed in the first moments 
of the play (which opens on 
a dark stage) by the crash 
of an object dropping on the 
floor, the muted sound of 
footsteps scurrying to cover, 
the flashing on of lights by 
Warren and his voice calling 
for Wilkinson, his butler, fol¬ 
lowed by their jittery search 
for the burglar. 

THE CORNERED burglar 
suddenly emerges timidly 
from a rear room—a slim 
young girl with hands clasp¬ 
ed behind her head, accord¬ 
ing to Warren’s shouted or¬ 
ders. 

This "dear delinquent,” 
Irish and called Penelope, 
and obviously struck by love 
at first sight of Warren, pro¬ 
ceeds to do astonishing 
things to his set of ideas of 
respectability and a life of 
parastic ease. 

Ably directed and paced 
by Helen Gross, the work of 
the cast is notable for its 
sensitivity and response to 
the author’s apparent inten¬ 
tion. Douglas Lance regis¬ 
tered vividly the turns of 
surprise, outrage, puzzlement 
and tenderness required by 
his role as Warren. Lorey 
Rossi did the "dear delin¬ 
quent” as a well-mannered 
but colorful, acutely intui¬ 
tive and appealing young 
girl, thereby practically 
"stealing the show,” as the

Lee and his wife, Made¬ 
leine, moved back to their 
seaside home in Del Mar - 
about two years ago, pre¬ 
sumably to relax in the 
gentle ocean breezes. 

But, it seems, Lee has been 
as busy as ever, despite his 
76 years. For instance, he 
polished up his 11th book, 
“Luckiest Man Alive,” has 
seen 2i of his columns ap¬ 
pear in the San Diego Union 
since last May and, of 
course, faithfully performs 
his weekly chore for the 
Sierra Madre News. And 
then there’s a constant flow 
of letters to answer and vis¬ 
itors to chat with. 

RECALLING HIS life, Lee 
says near the end of his new 
book; 

"Now, looking back on 50 
years as columnist and oc¬ 
casional author, it seems to 
me that, though I am a most 
ordinary fellow, I am the 
luckiest man alive. As a col¬ 
umnist I have been able 
somewhat to brighten the 
lives of tens of thousands 
of readers daily. As an au¬ 
thor I have five novels and 
five non-fiction books, not 
counting this one, to my 
credit, and librarians tell me 
two of my historical studies 
may be valuable to research¬ 
ers a century hence. None of 
these books is great, but 
each is a wholesome grain 
of wheat. 

“It is only through our 
appreciation that we live. 
Without them we would be 
mere clods, even if wealthy 
and powerful clods. The man 
who can appreciate kind¬ 
ness, generosity, courage, 
faith and beauty is very 
rich. I am lucky because, 
ever since blindness cleared 
my inner vision, I have rev¬ 
eled In an inspiring wealth 
of appreciation of the won¬ 
derful world I live in and 
the wonderful persons I 
know.”—H.W.E.

A world 
in which capital punishment 
has largely been abolished 
wbuld find it hard to recon¬ 
cile the execution of this 
man with our humanitarian 
professions as a people.
